The .former deputy district attor- 
ney was convicted in 'Qacembcr, 
lf>57, of murdering his wife and her 
lover in the. lyrschka apartment in 
Long Beach. He is serving a life 
term at California Institute for Men 
in Chino.' He will be eligible for pa- 
role in three years. 

Woifer is now acting head of the 
Los Angeles Police Department's 
crime laboratory.
